There was a giorious outlook for a race. 
when the yachtsmen turned out early this 
morning and gazed out on the waters beyond 
Sandy Hook. A nice breeze from the east- 
ward and northward wes blowing, and there 
Was quite a roll on the ocean. The sky 
Was clear, and if the conditions held there 
Was every promise of there being a quick, 
good racé. 

A hundred and one little things had to be 
@one on Columbia and Shamrock, and Cap- 
tains Barr and Sycamore had thelr men 
hustling as soon as they had eaten their 
breakfast. Sails were got out in readinets 
to be hoisted, and a few articles that were 
not necessary on either yacht. during the 
face were sent over to the tenders. : 

Columbia First to Get Out. — 

Columbia was the first yatch to leave its 
moorings in the Horseshoe, It took’ a line 
from the t Wallace B. Fiint, dropped 
moorings, proceeded out past the point 
of the Hook and into the Gedney Channel. 
On board this yacht were ex-Commodore 
E. D. Morgan, Herbert C. Leeds, James 
Parker, Colonel R. T. Emmett, and A. C. 
Tower and H. H. McGfildowney, the mpre- 
sentative of the Royal Uister Yacht club. 

The crew were all grouped around the 
mast, and Captain Barr and Mr. Morgan, 
standing near the wheel, were sizing up the 
conditions outside before they made any ef- 
fort to. send up the sails which would be 
used during the day. The tide was running 
out of the harbor, and a breese which 
blowing better than twelve knots an 
whipped against the water and churned it } 
up so that there was quiteajump.

Shamrock held on to its tow until near the 
lightship, and then breaking out the jib the 
hawser was thrown over and Shamrock 
reached on towards the starting line. 

Regatta Committee Lays Course. 
“fhe Regatta committee, Messrs. 8. Nichol- 
son Kane, Chester Griswold, and Newbury 
D. Lawton, was early on hand on the big tug 
Navigator. Three other tugs were out there 
ready to help in laying the course when 
wanted, One was the Edward Luckenback, 
which was to be used to ibg the course; an- 
other was the Buccaneer, the guide boat 
which would show the yachtsmen the direc- 
tion they had to sail; and the third was the 
Unique, which would. be used for a stakeboat 
if the starting line was moved away from the 
lightship. 

The wind was from the east by north, and it 
was possible to lay a course fifteen miles to 
windward from the lightship, and the Re- 
gatta’ committee made its preparations ac- 
cordingly. 

Yachts Get the Signals. 
At 10:80 o'clock the signal code flag for the 
letter C was hoisted, which notified every 
one that the course was fifteen miles to wind- 
ward and return. A few minutes later the | 
letters D B V were run up, which meant east 
by north, signifying the direction in which 
the yachts had to sail. 


All Maké Room for Racers. : 

The Edward Luckenback circled around 
the lightship, dropped the log over the stern, 
and started off to measure the course and 
place the outward mark, and as soon as it

had been pressed into the service as guard 
ships proceeded to clear a space around the 
lightship in order to allow the competing 
yachts room to maneuver without being both- 
ered by the excursion fleet or being cramped 
for room. | 

The Captains Of all the craft seemed anxious 
to help as much as possible, and there was 
soon 4 circle drawn around the lightship at a 
radius of about three-quarters of a mile by 
the fleet of excursion steamers, tugs, and 
yachts... The committee boat drew the start- 
ing line, anchoring east and south of the 
Sandy Hook lightship. | 

While all this was going on the two yachts 
sailed about near the starting line, and every- 
body received a good opportunity to compare 
their sails-and other points that are criticised 
by yachtsmen. 

Columbia Looks Smaller. 

Columbia looked smal! compared with the 
challenger, whose club topsail towered away 
above that of the American boat. The sails 
of Shamrock wefe of a reddish tinge and 
contrasted strangely with the creamy white- 
hess of the canvas carried on Columbia. 
Columbia's sails all fitted well. It used the 
mainsail which was so successful in the 
trial races, and the club topsail it carried 
fitted much better than it has at any time 
during the season. The leech was tight and 
kept from flapping by three small battens. 
The headsails were new, and they too were 
kept in proper shape by the use of battens 
placed on the leeches. 


Shamrock Sail Too Flat. 

Shamrock used a mainsail which had much 
less flow in it than the sail used by Colum- 
bia, and it was criticised as being a little too 
flat, Every sail fitted perfectly, and, judging 
by the condition in which the two suits were, 
no excuse would be allowable on either boat 
on the score of ill-fitting canvas. 

Boats Jockey for Start. . 
Three minutes after 11 o%iock Captain 
camore put Shamrock about, taking the 

board tack, and both yachts were draw- 
ing together. Columbia crossed the bow of 
the challenger, tacked, and when it had 
filled away Captain Barr bere down out of 
his course in order to place the American 
yacht on the Britisher’s weather bow. Then 
when it got there Columbia was luffed 
sharply in an effort to s the wind out of 
the sails on Shamrock and check that yacht’s 
headway:

At 10:36 o’clock a gun boomed from the 
Navigator. The Blue Peter was hoisted on 
the stay, notifying the racing craft that the 
preparatory signal was gtven and they had 
fifteen minutes in which to get ready for 
the start. At that time Shamrock was on 
the starboard tack, heading to the north 
and near to the lightship. Columbia was 
heading south. It wus on the port tack and 
was near the committee boat end of the line. 
A minute later Columbia tacked and stood 
back toward the ‘committee boat,, while 
Shamrock, with the wind on its starboard

r} After reaching the line Columbia bore off 


and stood in the wake of Shamrock. Five 
sailors climbed out on the Columbia's bow- 
sprit, and, passing the baby jib topsall along, 
it was snapped on to the stay and hoisted 
up in stops, ready to break out when wanted. 


Shamrock Sends Up Baby Jib. 

Shamrock held on the starboard tack until 
it had reached close to the line of steamers, 
and then it took the port tack, and several 
sailors, getting out on the bowsprit, sent a 
baby jib topsai] up ready to break out when 
Captain Sycamore so ordered. Shamrock, 
with the wind abeam, headed to the south- 
ward, ahd Columbia, reaching across the 
line with its boom over to port, passed to the 
northward of the light vessel, gybed, and 
followed after Shamrock. Captain Sycamore 
then let the challenger run off toward the 
westward, and Columbia followed, but a 
minite later Captain Barr hauled Columbia 
more on the wind, and he began to work to 
windward of the wake of Shamrock. 


Columbia Gets to Windward. 
Half a minute later Captain Barr tacked 
Columbia, and the two were heading south- 
east half south, with Columbia in the 
weather position. Shamrock at once began 
ta foot fast’: Captain Sycamore kept the 
yacht’s head sails well filled and soon drew 
up so that it got its wind clear. It seemed 
to be just as stiff as Columbia, in spite of 
having a much better sail spread and a club 
topsail. that towered above that of 
Columbia. Both yachts pounded cdnsider- 
ably and big columne of water were thrown 
on é@lther side. It did’not seem as if Sham- 
rock pounded any more than Columbia, but, 
on account of its fuller bow, the long seas 
that were rolling in from the eastward must 
have checked its headway. Shamrock’s sails 
were trimmed fiat, and the sailors all lined 
up on the weather side with heads just over 
the racing rail and their feet well in-board. 


Sycamore on' the Lookout. 
Captain Sycamore was the only man to 
leeward. He stood at the tiller in a position 
where he could watch his headsails. Colum- 
bia’s mainsail had more draught in it than 
that of Shamrock, and its headsails were 
riot trimmed so flat. Its crew, too, was up 
to windward, and Captain Barr was stan 
to windward of the wheel. As they 6 
off on this tack to the southward the ves- 
sels of the off shore division followed, keep- 
ing inside the guard ships, which were 
in a straight line, with Corsair 


‘steaming 
leading the procession. The vessels in the 


northern division followed the guard ships 
which were steaming abreast, the Erin hav- 
ing the left of the line. be 
Captain Barr at once began to nu the 
defender in his usual way, gradually ch- 
ing out to windward. Its jib topsail: shiv- 
ered in the wind, showing how close it was. 
‘sailing. while on Shamrock Captain Byca- 
‘more kept the yacht’s headsail full all the 
time, while it was not pointing so high, 
it was footing fast. The wind was getting 
lighter, the waves, which had been crested 
with white foam early in the morning; were 
smoother, and the lee side of the rollefts had 
an oily look. 


Wind Begins‘to Die Out. ' 
“The yachts had been started in a dying 
wind, and as it turned out a fluky and bat- 
fling one. Shamrock footed so fast and drew 
so far ahead of Columbia that many wonh- 
dered why Captain Sycamore did not tack 
across Columbia's bow and take the weather 
position. But after fifteen minutes’ sailing, 
that is, at 11:25, the first shift wind gave 
a Mft to Columbia, so that it whs heading 
at least a point and a half higher than Bham- 
rock. The puff lasted for two minutes, and 
in that time the defender took such a lift 
that there was no question of its being the 
leading boat in the race. 


Sycamore Looks for Wind. 
Evidently thinking that the wind was back- 
ing, Captain Sycamore tacked at 11:28:20 in 
order to get what benefit he could out of the 
change. The two yachts were drawing to- 
gether on opposite tacks, and it still looked 
as though Shamrock might possibly squeeze 
ross Columbia's bow. But before they got 
close together Columbia took the star- 
board tack at 11:20:24, an@ they were both 
heading in toward the Lond Island shore, 
with Columbia about 300 yards in the lead, 
but Shamrock to weather of Columbia's 
As soon as they tacked the fleet of 
attending steamers changed its position.

Wind Begins Its Antics. 

The wind was shifting, one minute it wou 
haul a point and then would back, and aot 
one yacht was favored by the change and 
then headed off, and then the other got the 
benefit of the shift. At 11:37:30 a puff fa- 
vored Columbia, a slight shift in the wind 
which hauled a little to the eastward let 
it up jast a ifttle. Captain Barr seemed to 
know the puff was comifig and he luffed 
right into it. But the next minute the wind 
backed again and Columbia headed on its 
course. Two minutes later Captain Barr 
took advantage of another puff. He seemed 
to see eVery puff that was coming. While 
on Shamrock Captain Sycamore just kept 
his boat footing straight ahead. If he got 
the same puffs that Columbia did he failed 
to take advantage of them, and here Cap- 
tain Barr outsailed the English skipper. | 


Shamrock Takes Lead. 

The wind by this time was not going more 

than eight knots an hour, and while there 
were clouds to the northward and to the 
southward, indicating wind on the Water, it 
was dying fast. Columbia held the star- 
board tack until 11:30:18, and then went 
about, and the two yachts were again draw- 
ing together on opposite tacks. A puff fa- 
vored Shamrock, and Captain Sycamore, 
taking advantage of it, the challenger drew 
up considerably on the American boat. 
- Colunibia lifted on the waves, and as it 
pounded down again the wind slatted out of 
its sails and in the lighter breeze it was not 
doing nearly as well as it had been a few 
minutes before. It crossed Shamrock’s bow 
at 11:41:35, being abdut 150 yards ahead. 
it kept on until in a position to bother the 
other boat, @md at 11:42 took the starboard 
tack. The wind here seemed to be more bat- 
filng than ever. It hauled and backed, first 
favoring one boat then the other. But Co- 
lumbia, being the windward boat, generally 
got the benefit of the shifts first, and Captain 
Barr was able to make more of them than 
Captain Sycamore. 


Columbia Gets Best of Wind.

They held 
on this tack for about six minutes, when 
Columbia ran Into a soft spot, and Shamrock, 
carrying a little breeze along with it, footed 
fast, and was forereaching on the American 
boat. Then it ran out of the wind and Co- 
lumbia got a little puff that sent that boat 
up. At 12:45:80 Columbia took the port tack, 
and at 12:46:48 Shamrock followed. They

It hung for a few minutes, while Co- 
lumbia, with a nice little puff; was heading 
to the southward. Im under the land there 
seemed to be a nice sailing breeze, and, fail- 
tihng to make any headway on a port tack, 
Captain Sycamore at 12:48 took the starboard 
tack with Shamrock, and again the yacht 
west hung up for about a minute dead in the 
wind, | 

Columbia was still footing away to the 
southward, and if the wind had come, as 
Captain Barr expected, it would soon have 
been a mile to windward of the British boat. 


Shamrock Breeze Hunting. : 
At 12:50 Shamrock got the land breeze 
which was coming from the east. It headed 
it off considerably, but it footed fast under its 
influence. Shamrock was heading to the 
northeast while Columbia was heading 
south, a difference of twelve points between 
the’ courses of the two yachts that were 
trying to fetch a mark that was laid east by 
north. This did not last long. Those on 
Columbia could not afford to let Shamrock 
get a fluke in under the shore, and, while 
they might have got a southerly breeze if 
they had held on a little further, it was Cap- 
tain Barr's intention if possible to keep his 
yacht between the outer mark and Sham- 
rock, and at 12:52:50 Columbia took the 
starboard tack and headed in toward the 
shore again. Shamrock held on the inshore 
tack until 12:54:40, and then took the port 
tack and the two yachts were going to- 
gether. 


Wriggles from Columbia’s Lee. 

Shamrock was still carrying a nice little 
breeze that was blowing in under the Long 
Island shore, and it aided the yacht so that 
at 12:57 it crossed Columbia's bow and at 
12:57:30 took the starboard tack on Colum- 
bie’s weather bow. The big steamboat 
Plymouth was lying dead astern of the course 
Columbia was sailing, and when it saw Sham- 
rock cross the American boat’s bow the big 
whistle tooted three times, saluting the chal- 
lenger, and a few other vessels in the fleet 
saluted also. For more than an hour and a 
half Captain Sycamore had been fighting to 
Shamrock out from under Columbia's lee. 

e had hard luck at times, but by a fluke he 
had managed to gain the jead in the race, and 
Captain Barr was placed in a position where 


. he had to try to work his boat out from under 


the leé of the challenger. 

being the weather boat got the 
benefit of what shifts that came in the wind | 
first and consequently profited more by 
them than mbia did. But Captain

Sham- 
rock followed at once, but Captain Syca- 
more put his yacht about slowly, not killing 
its headway. Columbia received a hard full 
to get the wind free and footed so fast that 
in a few minutes it was being pinched again 
in order to try ané ork across the Sham- 
rock’s bow.

At 1:13:00, the wind hauled a point more to. 
the southward, heading Calumbia off its 
course, and a minute later it caught Sham- 
rock and brought it in more toward the 
astern of Columbia. Then the wind fresh- 
ened just a little, and, as they footed along, 
the excursion steamers, which had stoppe@ 
for some time, started hhead again to Soa 
up with the racing boats. 

Columbia was forereaching on Shamrock, 
and in order to prevent its pulling across 
the Shamrock’s bow Captain Sycamore went 
on the starboard tack at 1:21:42, followed 
at 1:22:19 by Columbia. It was then a little 
to windward of Shamrock’s wake and be- 
gan again to pick up on the bright bronze 
boat. They were heading east half north, 
the wind having gone around to southeast by 
east. Columbia was in a position where it 
got the back draft out of Shamrock’s sails, 
and at 1:382’it took the port tack, Shamrock 
following twenty-five seconds later. 


Wind Comes Only in Puffs. 


The wind was blowing more to the south- 
ward. At 1:36:50 Columbia went on the star- 
board tack, and was followed ten seconds 
later by Shamrock. A few minutes later 
Columbia got a little more wind than Sham- 
rock, and then a puff a little more to the 
eastward headed the challenger off. It was 
fluky and unsatisfactory to every one, for 
if a race could be made it would be no true 
test of the merits of the two boats. 

Both yachts had found ‘a calm spot, their 
sails hung down without an ounce of wind 
in them. They rose and fell on the waves, 
sometimes sticking their long bows up to- 
ward the sky and the next minute plunging 
them down toward the water. Then they 
got a little breeze, just enough to give steer- 
age way, and at 1:59:30 Shamrock luffed up 
a little to take the port tack, and Columbia 
followed dt once, showing that Shamrock 
was still in the lead, although the two boats 
were pretty close together. The wind hauled 
more to the southward as the yachts tacked 
and the Columbia, being the southerly boat, 


| caught the change first and instead of going 


right about took the port tack at once and 
forced Shamrock to give up the lead which it 
had held for a little more than an hour. 


Columbia Slips Ahead. 


Columbia carried this puff along for gome 
minutes and quickly opened quite a gap be- 
tween it and Shamrock. The baby jib topsail 
on Shamrotk, which had been smaller than 
Columbia's, was taken in and a larger one 
sent up in ite place, and while this sail was 
down for a couple of minutes Columbia im- 
proved its position so that at least a quarter 
of a mile of blue water showed between the 
two boats. 


Work Up to the Turn. 

Shamrock was a little to windward of the 
wake of Columbia, but as both boats could 
lay their course to the outer mark this was 
not much advantage to it. An odd shadow 
on the sail of the Shamrock made it look as 
though it was sailing with ite Vib topsail 
trimmed to ‘windward. The sun threw the 
shadow of the starboard spreader across the 
head of the jib at such an angle that. it looked 
‘as if the foot of the jib topsall was to wind- 
ward of the outer sails.

It had fetched close to the mark, and it went 
by at 3:12:47, someof the crew lowering away 
a small jib topeail and the forestaysall, while 
others slacked off the main sheet as it round- 
ed. Captain Sycamore had thought it best 
to carry his small jib topsail right up to the 
windward mark and make his change of 
headsails after rounding. 


Columbia Ahead at Turn. 

had taken Shamrock four hours 
minute and forty-six seconus to reach tne 
outer mark and Columbia aad beaten it on 
this leg seven minutes and sa:ee. seconds.

Even then 
Shamrock’s headsails were aback part of 
the time, and at 8:21 the balloon staysail 
was taken ih and the reaching staysall was 
broken out a minute later. This was pretty 
quick handling. 

It was doubtful if the race would be com- 

leted within the time allowed forit. They 

‘from the time they turned the outer 
mark about one hour and a half ‘to sail fif- 
teen miles. It’would only take a moderate 
breeze to send them home within t time, 
but the wind would blow for a few minutes 
and then it. would lighten up. At times it 
would blow eo that they could keep on their 
course, and then it would haul so that they 
were headed off... 

At 3:45 o’@lock the wind was so light that 
it Just blew the headsails out, but did not heel 
either boat at all. They were going along at 
about four miles an hour, and all thought of 
making a race had been given up.. Some of 
the excursion steamers had started off for 
the city and others were going along ahead 
of the yachts, but keeping them in sight in 
case anything interesting should happen. 
The racers crept on and on slowly, the guide 
boat keeping about two miles ahead of 
ther and the Regatta committee boat about

Gun Calls the Race Off. | 
By 4 o’clock Columbia had increased tts 
lead to about. uarters of a mile, and 
then slowly it improved this position until at 
4:40 o’cloek, five houre and a half after the 
yachts had been started from the Sandy 
Hook lightship, a gun boomed out from the 
Regatta committee boat Navigator and the 
signal wae hoisted declaring the race off for 
the day. 
The oe limit was up. The Columbia was 
about seven miles from the lightship and 
about a mile ahead of Shamrock. 


\ Both Wachts Drop Sails. 
‘As soon as those on Columbia saw the 
signal tts jib topsall was run down, it hove 
into the wind, and then the club topsail was 
lowered. The tug Wallace B. Flint had been 
keeping close to Columbia all through the 
race, and ft started in at once to get to the 
acht, and, passing a line, towed it into the 
Sorsesas. The crew In the meantime quick- 
ly lowered all the sails, and made the yacht 
snug for the night. 

When those on Shamrock saw the signal 
they bore off their course and headed up to 
meet the tug James A. Lawrence. That tug 
had been in close attendance throughout the 
race, and soon Shamrock was being towed 
into moorings, and the crew lowered the 
sails and made ft snug, while those on board 
chatted about the flukes of the day. It was 
néarly 6 o’clock when they got to their 
moorings, ahd the crews were quickly trans- 
ferred to the tenders, where they will rest 
until the next race. 


EXCURSION BOATS ALL LOADED. 


Steamboats Chartered by Clubs and 
Parties to Follow Races Have Ex- 
citing and Varied Experience. | 


New York, Sept. 26.—[Special.]—The Chee. 
ter W. Chapin, fiying the burgee of the New | 
York Yacht club, rolled a good bit when in 
the trough of the waves, and there were 
“pale faces"’ in many stateroqgms as the 
yachts were rounding the flashlight stake 
buoy who could not be tempted out to see

There were about 1,200 of the club members 
and their guests aboard. Men were in‘a 
large majority, but there was a goodly pro- 
portion of women, and some of them called 
off the progress of the race as much like 
old salts as any of the men could do. Nearly 
all the men were in yachting togs, and all 
who had the right to do so wore the blue- 
braided club uniform and cap. Here they 
scored on the women, for the fair sex did 
not rise to the opportunity. They .looked 
well, but not nautical. Walking suits and 
‘hats, many of the costumes of the new tinted 
fabrics, and fine enough for a Fifth avenue 
church parade, were worn. 

The steamer Homer Ramadell did not give 
its passengers an opportunity to see the race. 
The Captain did not go near the starting 
| Hine, much to the disgust of the charterers, 
the Marine and Field, the Hamilton, the 
Montauk, arid the Brooklyn clubs of Brook- 
lyn. The Captain thought the water was too 
rough for the river steamer and turned back 
just before 1 o’clock. The angry charterers 
vow that they will fight the Central-Hudson 
Navigation company for breach of contract. 

Three hundred or more who had expected 
to see the race from the Columbia were pre- 
vented from being there. The steamer, on 
which a limit of 900 had been set, took aboard 
nearly that number before it reached its last 
landing place at the Battery. Here 300 or 400 
people who had bought tickets were waiting. 
As long as the money lasted the disappointed 
ticket holders received their money back. 
While more mone obtained those 
who had not beeh able to cash their tickets 
went away inn angry frame of mind.

CHINA’S PLANS TO RAISE MONEY. 


Native Customs to Be Absorbed After 
Nov. 7 to Meet Indemnity Due 


Foreign Powers. -

' PEKIN, Sept. 26.—Sir Robert Hart, Im- 
perial Commissioner of Maritime Customs, 
has again asked authority for absorbing 
native customs after Nov. 7, which the 
Chinese say is the beginning of a new year, 
from which time the accumulations of money 
for the first payment of interest on the in- 
demnity are to begin. About thirty ports 
are involved. 

The postoffice system of the foreigners, es- 
pecially the Germans, is rivaling the Chinese 
imperial post system, and means are being 
considered for extending the latter. 

It has been suggested that the Chinese 
undersell the foreigners and reserve for the 
exclusive use oi the Chinese imperial mails 
the steamships subsidized by the govern- 
ment. Recently these vessels have been al- 
lowed to carry the mails of the foreign post- 
offices established here.

He was expelled from 
France in 1886 for making bombs and was 
condemned to death in,Russia fn 1887 for 
plotting to kill the Czar. 

Prince Nakachidze’s wife was arrested 
with him. They will be conducted to the 
Swiss frontier. Both are in 4 penurious 
condition. 

The Prince is dying of consumption. He 
said when he was arrested: “I am not 
harming anybody. Why can I not. be al- 
lowed to die in peace?”

Datly News of Lendon This Morning 


Prints an Unconfirmed Rumor to the 
Bitect That a Disagreement with the 
War Office Results in Change of Of- 
 fleers—Batches of Prisoners Brought 
Into Bloemfontein of 
Government Farms.

LONDON, Sept. 27, 3 a. m—The Dally 
News gives prominence this morning to a 
rumor which, it is said, is current in the muil- 
itary clubs to the effect that General Kitch- 
ener has resigned the command of th@ Brit- 
ish forces in south Africa owing to disagree- 
ments ,with Mr. Brodrick, Secretary of State 
for War. 

It is added that the government urged him 
to remain, but he refused, and “an iilus- 
trious personage ”’ been urged to ask 
him to reconsider his determination.” 

The: News admits its inability to confirm 


the rumor, but says it is tolerably certain 


that there have been differences between 
General Kitchener and the home authorities 
in reference te recruiting and other matters. 
It is also known that General Kitchener is 
anxious to enter upon the duties of Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India. 

The official return just issued shows that 
the south African concentration camps, in 
August, contained 137,619 persons. The 
deaths numbered 2,345, of which number 1,878 
were children. 

Three Ministers attended the King’s coun- 
cil yesterday, but it was a formal function 
and offered no justification for the rumors’ 
that there would be an autumnal session of 
Parliament for replenishing the war chest. 
Joseph Chamberlain remained for some time 
with the King after the council and without 
doubt was closely questioned ape the 
situation in south Africa. .

There {s sufficient wheat for the entire pop- 
ulation of the Orknge River Colony for four 
months waiting transportation from Thaba 
N’Chu and Basutoland, The epidemic of 
rinderpest has greatly increased the diffi- 
culty of transport. 

It is almost impossible to obtain milk, 
sugar, salt, rice, and paraffin. On account 
of the proclamation fixing the price on these 
articles the merchants find that there is lit- 
tle profit to be made, and they are not bring- 
ing any supplies beyond the absolute neces- 
sities. This, of course, causes a shortage 
and much inconvenience to the inhabitants.

today. They arrived at noon, and during a 
halt often hours’ duration were the guests 
of a hospitable people. 

The Duke and Duchess were welcomed by 
Premier Laurier and Countess of Minto, who 
arrived on the Pilot especial; Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor McMillan, Premier Roblin, Mayor 


and Anglician Churches, the Justices of the 
Supreme Court, and a number of prominent 
citizens. 

After the formal presentations the Duke 
and Duchess were escorted through flag-be- 
decked streets an@ under great arches made 
of wheat to a stand in front of the city hall, 
where a series of addresses were made to 
them. 

The Duke replied, after which he presented 
service medals to ninety-six young Cana- 
diane who served with the colonial contin- 
gents in south Africa.

children, marshaled on a great stand, sang 
patriotic@songs, and a cadet company of 
Indian boys gave an exhibition. drill.

“The meeting should take place in Pitts- 
burg. Gompers and Mitchell gave us three 
hours to accepf the proposition of the United 
States Steel corporation, and, in demanding 
my acceptance to. their terms, they now 
limit me to three days.”

ENGINEBRING GRADUATES. 


Five Aplications from Owners of 
Mantfacturing Plants Have Been 
Received — Young Men Make Sub- 
stantial Salaries in a Profession 
That Is Not Crowded—Era of Econo-+ 
my and a Minimum of Waste. 


The officers of the Armour Inatitute of 
Technology have had in the last week five 
demands for chemical engineers. In the 
face of this demand they have only a score 
of students in a course that has been estab- 
lished in the school for less than a Week. 

The course ih chemical engineering was 


finished course in any of the Western tech- 
nical schools, and four years will be re- 
quired for the incoming students to complete 
the studies. Thus the five manufacturing 
plants about Chicago that have filed de- 
mands will be obliged to wait for a while. 

The demand for chemical engineers com- 
ing three or four years too early has hada 
disquieting effect on the heads of the school, 
the fear being that the demand in a year or 
two will be so great that students connot bé 
induced to complete the course when they see 
so many positions open to them. ‘ 

'**We knew there was a gfeat demand for 
chemical engineers, but we did not think we 
would have calls for graduates before we 
had assigned the’ first lessons of the open- 
ing year,”’ said Professor W. T. MeClement, 
head of the new department. “ The Grasselli 
Chemical company of East Chicago was par- 
ticularly anxious for a man, and we tried to 
supply one of the graduates in the chemistry 
course, but every one of the uates In 
the course had such a good position that he 
would not leave. 

“The reason the demand Is so at is be- 
cause a practical man in the work must be 
thoroughly educated, and about the enly men 
the hundreds of factories over the country 
can secure are those educated in Germany, 
who are little more than | ratory chem- 
ists. The laboratory chemist from Germany 
-will work for $50 to §75 month, but he knows 
‘little of engineering. The good chemical en- 
gineer commands from $3,000 to $4,000 a year. 
A superintendent of one of the iron works 
around Chicago started out as a chemical 
engineer, and he has told me that he was 
given promotion faster than he was wiling 
to accept it merely because there was such a 
dearth of men in that line. 

“Chemical engineering has a great place 
in the manufacturing world today. There 
are so many waste products that are 
utilized.”

SEVEN KILLED IN EXPLOSION. 


Workmen En in Cleaning Big Oil 
Tank Blown to Pieces by Pe-- 
¢yliar Accident. 


New York, Sept. 26.—Six men and possibly 
seven were killed and seven injured by 
the explosion today of an oil tank of 
the Essex and Hudson Gas company 
at Newark, N. J. The tank was one 
of a number of immense steel reservoirs 
which were undergoing their periodical clean- 
ing, it having been emptied of its ofl in the 
morning. The tank was twenty feet deep 
and two mem entered through th- ~anhole 
first without taking the precautio jiaving 
ropes tied about them. They wei™ mmedi- 
ately overcome by the fumes. Foreman New- 
man saw this and started down after them, 
after shouting a warning to the other work- 
men ir the yard. He, too, collapsed in the 


tank. 

Nicholas Miller, a grocer near by, had once 
been foreman of the works. Summoning 
others, the men began with chisels to cuta 
large ring in the tank. It is supposed a spark 
from the chisels caused the explosion that 
followed. 

Ten men were on the top of the tank at 
the time. They wete swept away in all di- 
rections. 

The tank was split in two, and after all 
was over the bodies of the three men in it 
were taken out.
